REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the above-identified application in 
view of the foregoing amendments and following remarks. 
Status of the Claims 

Claims 1, 12-25, 35-50 and 60-66 are pending in this application. Claims 1 and 12-24 are 
rejected. By this amendment, claims 1 and 12-24 are canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. 
No new matter has been added by this amendment. 
Allowed Claims 

Claims 25, 35-50 and 60-66 are allowed. 1 The Office Action indicates, inter alia, that 
[t]he prior art fails to disclose estimating surface reflectance properties of the real existing object 
based on 3D image data obtained and polygon mesh thereby generating a bump map." 2 
Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §101 

Claims 1 and 12-24 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 as allegedly not falling 
within one of the four statutory categories of invention. 3 

As indicated above, claims 1 and 12-24 have been canceled thereby rendering the 
rejections directed to these claims moot. 

Applicant believes that the application as amended containing only allowed claims (i.e., 
claims 25, 35-50 and 60-66) is in condition for allowance and such action is respectfully 
requested.
